However,  "decisions  for  Christ” 
made  in  the  Bay  City  were  about 
2,000  more  than  those  in  New 
York.

Survey  Reveals  Low  Salaries 
Plunging  Clergymen  Inttf  Debt 

NEW  YORK  (RNS) 
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Brfpkhaven  First 
To  Hold  Revival 


Poor 

salaries  have  plunged  many  of 
America’s  Protestant  clergy¬ 
men  in  debt  and  forced  their 
wives  to  get  jobs  to  supplement 
the  family  income,  a  national 
religious  survey  disclosed  here. 

Conducted  by  a  study  group 
of  the  Department  of  the 
Church  and  Economic  Life  of 
the  National  Council  of  Chur¬ 
ches,  the  poll  revealed  that  the 
average  cash  income  of  clergy¬ 
men  totals  S4.432  annually  for 
a  60  to  80  hour  wo'rk  week.  The 
findings  were  based 


to  go  into  church  work.  But 
the  older  I  grow,  the  more  I  be¬ 
come  aware  that  I  don’t  have 
any  earthly  goods  —  nor  a  sav¬ 
ings  account.”  A  clergyman 
from  Indiana  summed  up  his 
situation  when  he  said:  “Most 
people  want  the  preacher  to 
live  on  earth  and  board  in  hea¬ 
ven.” 

Because  of  their  poor  finan¬ 
cial  situation,  the  study  dis¬ 
closed,  many  ministers  are 
homeless  on  retirement 

Commenting  on  the  study’s 
findings,  the  National  Council 
department  said: 

“The  cash  salaries  paid  to 
ministers  .  .  .  are  indeed  ^..weak 
spot,  to  say  the  least,  in  the 
church’s  economic  practice. 

“Churches  have  an  obligation 
to  support  by  their  own  ex¬ 
ample  the  highest  standards  in 
such  matters  as  wages  and  la¬ 
bor-management  relations.”

We  be¬ 
lieve  in  a  big  God;  big  enough 
to  once  again  shake  the:  world 
with  His  power.  God  is  ready 
to  move,  we  areready  to  move. 


on  ques¬ 
tionnaires  sent  to  clergymen  of 
nine  major  Protestant  denomin¬ 
ations. 

Results  of  the  survey  will  be 
published  in  the  Fall  by  Har¬ 
per’s  as  the  concluding  work  in 
a  series  of  ten  books  on  ethical 
issues  in  current  economic  life. 
The  whole  project  is  the  result 
of  a  nine-year  NCC  study  under 
a  grant  from  Rockefeller  Foun- 1 
dation  and  represents  the  ef¬ 
forts  of  more  than  100  leading  | 
scientists  and  educators. 

According  to  the  salary  poll, 
the  lowest  paid  clergymen  are 
New  England  ministers  who  re¬ 
ceive  an  average  of  $4,018  per 
year.  Southwestern  churches 
give  the  highest  compensation, 
averaging  $4,911  annually.  The 
North  Atlanticregipn  ranks  sec¬ 
ond  with  ministers’  sala'ries  av¬ 
eraging  about  $4,654  a  year. 
Third  are  North  Central  con¬ 
gregations  whose  pastors  aver¬ 
age  $4,603  annually. 

Many  Wives  Work 

Commenting  on  the  poor  sal¬ 
aries,  one  Virginia  minister 
said:  “It  is  little  short  of  tragic, 
the  number  of  pastors’  wives 
who’hnust  work  in  order  to  sup¬ 
port  the  family.” 

Many  congregations,  the  study 
showed,  are  under  the  mistaken 
impression  that  the  pay  of  the 
clergy  is  substantially  augment¬ 
ed  -by  such  extras  as  car  allow¬ 
ance,  housing  and  gratuities. 

Although  these  average  about 
$1,600  a  year,  professional  ex¬ 
penses  usually  run  heavily  into 
the  pastor's  cash  income  over 
and  above  the  allowance.  In 
many  cases,  the  survey  found, 
the  ministers  receive  no  extras 
regardless  of  expenses. 

A  Georgia  pastor  was  cited 
as  an  example  in  this  connec¬ 
tion.  His  annual  income-  is  $2.- 
400.  He  spends  about  $1,600  on 
his  car  alone  to  cover  some  32,- 
■“tmo'inilcs  on  dirt  roads  on  a  cir¬ 
cuit  of  five  churches  and  re¬ 
ceives  no  travel  allowancp. 

More  than  90  per  cent  of  the 
pastors  reported  that  they  re¬ 
ceive  housing  allowances.  But 
In  many  cases  the  houses  are 
old  and  overly  large  with  re¬ 
sultant  Acessive  expenses  for 
heating  and  repairs. 

Compared  to  a  similar  study 
five  years  ago  the  increase  in 
total  income  is  around  25  per 
cent.  But  sharply  increased 
.  costs  of  living  have  substantial¬ 
ly  affected  any  net  gains. 

Two  Thlrds  In  Debt 

Two-  thirds  of  the  ministers 
covered  by  the  poll  are  in  debt. 
The  major  reasons  for  this  are 
high  car  costs.  111  health,  rising 
prices  of  food,  clothing  and  oth¬ 
er  basic  necessities.

ANSWER:  Only  God  knows 
beyond  question  what  is  fight 
and  wrong  in  such  instances. 
Your  exact  case  is  not  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  Scriptures,  so 
you  will  have  to  act  in  accord, 
with  Christian  love  and  com¬ 
mon  sense. 

Matthew  19  seems  to  allow  di¬ 
vorce  in  cases  of  immorality, 
which  is  clear-cut  in  your  boy 
friend’s  life.  Divorce  in  that  day 
meant  that  the  person  was  free 
to  remarry. 

Personally,  I  believe  that  the 
person  who  is  sinned  against  is 
free  to  remarry.  In  this  instance 
that  you  present,  there  is 
grounds  for  divorce  so  you 
should  carefully  examine  this 
young  man's  personality  to  see 
if  he  is  a  good  prospect  for  a 
happy  and  wholesome  Christian 
marriage.

The  dozen  or  more  Baptist 
preachers  who  attended  the 
conference  here  today  contribu¬ 
ted  all  but  one  pound  of  the 
money  in  the  treasury  of  the 
Baptist  missionary  organization. 
The  other  pound  was  received 
from  the  sale  of  a  tract,  “An  in¬ 
quiry  into  the  Obligations  of 
Christians  to  Use  Means  for  the 
Conversion  of  the  Heathen,” 
written  and  distributed  by  Wil¬ 
liam  Carey. 

William  Carey 

Carey,  a  thtrty-one-year-old 
Baptist  pastor,  is  the  prime  mov¬ 
er  of  the  missionary  organiza¬ 
tion.  In  addition  to  producing 
the  tract  and  campaigning  for 
a  Baptist  missionary  effort  for 
years,  he  laid  .the  groundwork 
foir  today's  action  at  an  associa¬ 
tion  meeting  last  May. 

Andrew  Fuller 

As  a  result  of  a  powerful  ser¬ 
mon  by  Carey  at  the  association 
meeting  in  Nottingham  and  the 
efforts  of  Carey  and  Andrew 
Fuller,  an  influential  Baptist 
leader,  the  association  was  per¬ 
suaded  to  begin  planning  the 
missionary  society. 

Carey  and  others  interested 
in  misisons  have  had  a  long, 
hard  fight.  They  have  been  op¬ 
posed  by  the  Calvinistic  influ¬ 
ence  which  holds  that  “when 
God  is  ready  to  convert  the 
heathen,  he  can  do  it  without 
man's  help. ”

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LYNCHBURG,  Va.  (BP)— Per¬ 
ched  high  on  Locke  Mountain 
in  the  Blue  Ridge  range  outside 
Lynchburg  is  a  new  350-acre  as¬ 
sembly  owned  by  Virginia  Bap¬ 
tists,  This  Virginia  assembly, 
known  as  Eagle  Eyrie,  is  unique 
in  that  it  is  operated  on  a  year 
round  basis.  v 

Whereas  most  assemblies  op¬ 
erate  mainly  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  months,  Eagle  Eyrie  is 
open*  12  months  out  of  the  year. 
30  separate  conferences  were 
planned  for  1958. 

Although  Virginia  ^Baptists 
have  owned  the  property  only 
since  1952,  they  already  have  a 
$lVi  million  dollar  investment. 
21  churches  have  built  brick, 
permanent-type  lodges  caring 
for  20  to  50  guests  each. 

State  sponsored  improve¬ 
ments  include  a  guest  hotel  ac¬ 
commodating  140,  a  modern  kit¬ 
chen  and  cafeteria  seating  1,000 
(which  doubles  as  an  auditor¬ 
ium  now),  picnic  pavilion,  min¬ 
iature  golf  course,  sewage  plant, 
and  wrater  and  electric  serviee. 

All  proposed  construction 
must  be  approved  by  a  commit¬ 
tee  that  checks  the  type  archi¬ 
tecture  and  materials  to  be 
used.  Only  permanent  type 
brick  and  stone  buildings  that 
can  be  heated  for  all  year  use 
are  approved. 

Virginia  Baptists  have  a  de¬ 
partment  of  assemblies  in  their 
state  organization,  of  which  W. 
O.  Beazley  is  secretary.  He  mov¬ 
ed  to  Virginia  to  head  up  the 
Eagle  Eyrie  development  fol¬ 
lowing  nine  years  as  adminis¬ 
trative  assistant  at  Hardin-Sim- 
mons  University,  Abilene,  Tex. 

Beazley  has  a  doctorate  in  re¬ 


ligious  education  from  South¬ 
western  Baptist

and  he  is  able  to 
combine  administrative  ability 
with  practical  know-how  in  the 
fast  growing  Eagle  Eyrie  de¬ 
velopment.  * 

A  skeleton  crew  including  a 
chef,  maintenance  man,  and 
secretary  livej,  at  Eagle  Eyrie 
during  the  winter  months.  This 
staff  is  quickly  enlarged  to 
handle  one  day,  weekend,  or 


manned  a  tractor  for  eight 
hours,  breaking  roads  so  the 
conferences  could  go  home. 

The  property  was  owned  at 
one  time  by  Thomas  Jefferson, 
who  also  owned  nearby  Natural 
Bridge.  The  name  Eagle  Eyrie 
was  given  by  a  German  baron 
who  was  a  political  refugee 
from  Germany  during  World 
War  I. 

Future  plans  for  development 
include  three  more  140-guest  ca¬ 
pacity  hotels,  two  swimming 
pools,  an  artificial  lake,  audi¬ 
torium,  amphitheater,  and  at 
least  10  more  individual  church

MEMORANDUM  TO:  Mama  (and  Papa,  too) 

FROM:  J.  D.  Grey,  Your  Pastor 
SUBJECT:  Sunday  Night  and  Your  Children 

During  the  school  year  you  have  told  me,  “We  can’t 
bring  the  children  out  on  Sunday  night  for  Training  Union 
and  church  services  because  they  have  to  get  to  bed  early 
so  they  can  be  ready  for  school  Monday  morning.”  We  did 
not  argue  with  you.  However,  we  noticed  many,  many  par¬ 
ents  bringing  their  children,  even  the  little  ones,  on  Sunday 
nights  and  it  didn't  interfere  with  the  children's  school  pro¬ 
gram  for  here  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  we  know  of 
many  instances  where  these  same  children  did  better  work 
than  others  and  walked  off  with  top  honors! 

But  now,  let’s  face  it  —  school  is  out!  Let  the  young¬ 
sters  come  to  Training  Union  and  church  service  on  Sun¬ 
day  night.  We  say.  “let”  because  they  love  to  come  They 
get  a  real  enjoyment  out  of  the  various  activities  that  are 
carried  on  on  Sunday  nights.  By  bringing  them,  you  are 
showing  them  that  the  Lord’s  Day  doesn't  end  at  noon  on 
Sunday,  but  it  includes  Sunday  night  as  well. 

Vacation  time  is  here.  They  can  have  their  recreation 
and  fun  during  the  other  six  days  of  the  week,  but  train 
them  to  “save  their  Sundays  for  the  Saviour.”  Don’t  you 
plan  those  Sunday  recreational  activities  that  will  take 
them  away  from  the  Sunday  School,-  Training  Union,  and 
church  on  the  Lord's  Day.  If  you  do  they  will  get  the  no¬ 
tion  that  the  l.ord's  Day  isn’t  Important  because  It  isn’t 
important  to  their  parents.  Sure,  dad  .cork*  during  the 
week  and~tant.s  to  have  some  fun  with  the  klls,  but  there 
is  time  for  this.  Dad  does  need  to  be  with  the  family  some, 
but  doesn't  this  “being  with”  Up  family  include  the  most 
important  thing  of  all — studying  the  Word  of  God,  training 
for  service,  and  worshipping  the  Lord. 

One  final  word:  has  this*"’stay-at-home-Sunday-nights" 
program  made  you  and  your  family  into  “television  ad¬ 
dicts?”  If  so.  your  alibi,  ‘iYou  have  to  go  to  school  tomor¬ 
row,"  won't  work.  The  kids  will  see  through  it.  They  will 
soon  suspect  that  the  things  of  the  Lord's  house  are  not  too 
important  after  all  In  your  thinking.  So,  come  on.  mama 
and  papa,  turn  off  the  television,  crank  up  the  family  car 
(take  the  bus.  or  hitch  a  ride),  bring  your  whole  outfit  to 
Training  Union  and  the  important  evening  service.  You’ll 
be  glad  you  did!

State  Commissioner 
of  Education  Frederick  M.  Rau- 
binger  has  ruled  that  only  jun¬ 
ior  and  senior  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  of  St.  Joseph’s  Roman 
Catholic  parochial  school,  Toms 
River,  N.  J.,  §re  entitled  to 
transportation  in  buses  operat¬ 
ed  By  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Board  of  Education  of 
Central  Regional  Junior-Senior 
High  School  here  announced  it 
would  appeal  the  ruling.  Wilbert 
J.  .  Martin,  attorney  for  .the 
school  lfeiard,  said  that  if  the 
State  Board  of  Education  sup¬ 
ported  Mr.  Raubinger’s  order 
the  case  would  be  carped  to 
the  Appellate  Division  of  the 
Superior  Court. 

At  the  same  time,  State  Sen¬ 
ator  W*  Steelman  Mathis  of 
Ocean  County  said  he  planned 
to  introduce  a  bill  in  the  legis¬ 
lature  that  would  make  all  chil¬ 
dren  who  are  “eligible  for  free 
education”  also  eligible  for  free 
bus  transportation  in  a  regional 
set-up  regardless  of  age  or 
grade  so  long  as  there  is  no 
deviation  from  established 
school  bus  routes. 


Follow¬ 
ing  earlier  orders  to  Philippine 
Roman  Catholics  to  leave  the 
MCA,  Archbishop  Jose  Maria 
Cuenco  of  Iloilo  City  has  de¬ 
clared  that  from  May  31  onward 
all  Roman  Catholic  YMCA 
supporters  and  students  in  Pro¬ 
testant  institutions  within  his 
area  wiil  be  excommunicated.

PHOENIX.  Ariz.  —  (BP)  — 
The  executive  board  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  General  Convention  of  Ari¬ 
zona  has  voted  to  name  its  pro¬ 
posed  childrens  home  here  the 
Baptist  Children's  Home  of 
Arizona. 

Decisions  on  the  name  and 
location  of  the  children’s  home 
were  reached  at  a  special  call¬ 
ed  meeting  of  the  board  here. 

In  the  same  session,  the  Ari¬ 
zona  executive  board  also  voted 
to  issue  $250,000  worth  of  bonds 
on  Apr.  1.  Several  months  ago. 
it  had  voted  to  issue  up  to  $1 
million  in  bonds  at  some  future 
date. 

The  first  quarter-million  dol¬ 
lars  will  be  used  to  make  loans 
to  churches  for  building. 

The  Baptist  Children's  Home 
of  Arizona  will  be  located  on 
property  in  Phoenix  already 
owned  by  the  convention.  Con¬ 
struction  is  scheduled  to  begin 
at  an  early  date,  probably  dur 
ing  1958.  The  first  unit  will 
cost  an  estimated  $18,000.
